Inspection Staff 

Performs Inspections of all Agency foreign 
aud, domestic installations to determine the 
effectiveness of operational security. 
Ascertains the security suitability of non- 
Agency training facilities. 


Research Staff 

Conducts research and study of interrogation 
techniques used throughout the world for 
possible application in the CIA security 
program. 

Responsible for the coordination and security 
aspects of external research projects not 
involving production Items, 

Plans, devises, and constructs and conducts 
experimental research on equipment used on 
an aid to Investigative and interrogation 
techniques and counter measures. 

Receives, evaluates, and develops Informa- 
tion for the purpose of preventing penetra- 
tions of CIA by foreign intelligence 
organizations. 



Administrative Staff 

Provides administrative, personnel, and 
training support for all division activities 
and operations at headquarters aid in the 
field. 

Is accountable for property assigned to the 
field and certain property retained at 
headquarters . 

Formulates and conducts specialized security 
training programs. 
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Personnel Security Division 

Receives requests for personnel clearances, 
reviews to determine requirements, and 
ev4luat6s evidence obtained through Investi- 
gation to determine suitability of all 
applicants. 

Conducts polygraph interrogations. 

Conducts a program of exit briefing for 
personnel leaving the Agency as well as 
Instructional briefing on security matters 
for employees departing for overseas assign- 
ments • 

Approves intra- Agency personnel transfers. 
Recommends dismissal of personnel who do 
not meet prescribed standards, operates a 
system of review and appraisal of employees. 
Formulates and supervises security policy 
in connection with the outside personal 
activities of Agency employees. 

Handles Workmens Compensation claims.

Approves requests for off campus training 
as to courses, institutions, and instructors.

Devises, implements, and promotes an Agency- 
wide Safety Program. 

Devises, coordinates and enforces security 
policies, procedures, and programs of physi- 
cal security for the safeguarding of 
classified information and intelligence 
material, and sensitive sources of informa- 
tion.
